All of th-?m 
can’t .survive, and many of them 
fall to the ground and form a 
breeillng ground for in-sects and 
fungi. Oftentimes trees that will 
never .survive hamper the growth 
of hardy trees; so a little timely 
thinning helps If done judiciously.
